Savannan, Ga., February 3.—{Special.]— 
The Clifton-Dillon controversy and its proba- 
ble result are sti]) all the talk of the town, and 
opinion varies as to what the outcome will be. 

That the end has been reached, no one be- 
lieves. Both parties were called on by a large 
number of friends today, eager for more infor- 
mation as to the origin of the trouble between 
the two, and as to what course each has de- 
cided to pursue in the fature. 

IN THE HANDS OF THEIR FRIENDS. 

With the exception of a few of their most 
intimate advisors, they obtained but little sat- 
isfaction. Neither party has been in a com- 
municative mood, and it is safe to say 
neither represses the notoriety acquired. 

Clifton’s friends all claim that he adopted 
the only available way to nail the slanders in 
circulation about him. Even Captain Dillon’s 
friends do not seem to believe the charge. 
Many of them assert that Captain Dillon did 
not start the report, and that Clifton’s last let- 
ter was unwarranted. 

RUMORS OF A DUEL. 

Many rumors of arrangements for 4 duel 
have been flying around the city today. They 
are entirely baseless. No meeting of the 
friends of the two men has been held for that 
purpose. Captain Dillon and Mr. Clifton 
have not met since the publication 
of the correspondence, and no further 
letters have passed between them. Neither 
one has courted public attention today, but 
whenever they have appeared on the street, 
they have been the recipients of great atten- 
tion. 

It is not believed now that, except in the 
usual way, either man will go out of his way 
to meet the other. A public meeting cannot 
be avoided for any time, and the intense in- 
terest as to what will then occur is shown in 
the repeated inquiries from all quarters, as to 
whether they have yet met. 

MR. CLIFTON TALKS. 

Mr. Clifton stated today that ho had acted 
in the matter purely in self-defense. No slur 
had ever before been cast upon his reputation 
as a legislator or asa man, and while he re 
| gretted the necessity, and saw no other re- 
‘ source to remove a false impression and wipe 
out a slanderous lie than to do as he had done, 
he considers his action eminently proper, and 
is satisfied that his constituents will take the 
same view of it that he does. He is notin 
the slightest afraid of any consequence that 
may follow. They were all carefully weighed 
in advance. Matters can take whatever course 
they will now. He has acted and he is ready 
to abide by the results. 

THE LINES ARE BROKEN. 

No matter what the outcome is, so far as 
the principals are concerned, their misunder- 
standing will havea preceptible influence upon 
Savannah politics hereafter, and the lines are 
already badly broken, This will tend to com- 
plicate them still more. Captain Dillon’s 
friends are indignant at the publication of the 
letters, claiming that a personal correspond- 
ence of that character should have been kept 
private and a settlement arrived at one way or 
the other, without such publicity, Duel or no 
duel, personal encounter or a peaceable solu- 
tion, the affair will be more than a ten days’ 
talk of the town. 


MAYOR SCHWARZ ATTACKED 


By Mayor McDonough in an Address to 
Prisoners. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., February 3.—({Special.]— 
Two saloon keepers were before Mayor Mc- 
Donough this morning for selling liquor on 
last Sunday. One was fined $100 and the other 
$25. If they repeat the offense their licenses 
will be revoked. They will also probably be 
taken before the superior court for violating 
the state law, with a prospectof each being 
fined $250 more. Six storekeepers, . including 
a druggist, were up for selling cigars on Sun- 
day. They were dismissed, after promising 
not to violate the law hereafter. In address- 
ing one of them Mayor McDonough gave a se- 
vere slap at Mayor Schwarz, his predecessor, 
in these words: 

“It seems of late that everybody has been 
allowed to violate any law, and particularly 
the Sunday Jaw. This is the reason, probably, 
that -o many are in ignorance of the law.”’ 


JUMPED FROM A WINDOW. 


Escape of a Prisoner in 
Savannah. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., February 5.—[Special.]— 
Will C. Hanson, a white prisoner, escaped 
from the courthouse by jumping from a second- 
story window. He and sixteen other prisoners 
were locked up in the room. Sheriff Good- 
win stationed one deputy outside of the duvor, 
and put another down on the street to keep a 
watchout from there. About dusk, court be- 
ing still in session, a bucket of drinking water 
was sent up to the prisoners. They drank it 
quickly, and Hanson called for more, saying 
that he had not hada drink. So the deputy 
on the street was called up _ stairs 
by the one at the door, and one of 
them went for another pail of 
water. Justthen Hanson raised a window 
and dropped to the asphalt pavement, nearly 
thirty feet below. He acted so quickly that 
the other prisoners had no opportunity to pre- 
vent him if they had chosento. They ex- 
pected that he would break his legs, and they 
rushed to the window, thinking they wouid 
see Hanson lying on the sidewalk. On the 
other hand, they saw him run off. The pris- 
oners gave an alarm right away by knocking 
on the door of theirroom. Two men were 
started in pursuit, but they could not find the 
fugitive.

ALMOST SHOT TO DEATH. 


Assassination in 
Lula. 

Atuens, Ga., February 3.—[Special.J— 

News comes from Lula that an attempted 

assassination took place in that town last night 


about 9 o’clock. 

Mr. Larkin Smith, who keeps a boarding 
house in Lula, seems to have been talking to 
several men in front of his home last night. 
He left the crowd in front of his house, and 
walked back to his room. <A little later the 
report of agun was heard. The gentlemen 
rushed back to Mr. Smith’s room, and found 
him lying on the floor with the blood stream- 
ing from several wounds in the lower part of 
his body. 

He had been shot by some one and a 
load of buckshot had entered his body. He 
was unconscious and hence he could give no 
information as to who did tne shooting. At 
first it was thought that it was a case of 
suicide, but no weapon was to be found, and 
hence it was concluded that it was an at- 
tempted murder. 

The affair is wrapped in mystery, since it 
occurred in the victim’s own house, and the 
would-be assassin escaped, leaving no clue as 
to his identity behind him. The citizens of 
Lula are highly excited over the occurrence 
and will make every attempt to ferret out the 
criminal. Mr. Smith was formerly an en- 
gineer on the Northeastern road, but now 
keeps a boarding house at Lula. His wounds 
are of aserious nature, although not neces- 
sarily fatal.

Though Their Late Employer Declares that 
There Is no Strike—Big Sales of Prop- 
erty—Other Interesting Notes.

Aveusta, Ga., February 3.—[Special.]— 
Fourteen granite cutters at T. Markwalter’s 
marble works are out of employment. The 
cutters claim that they are outona strike be- 
cause their demand for more pay and less 
hours’ work was refused. Markwalter denies 
there being a strike, and says there is no 
trouble in the yard: that he discharged the 
cutters because he did not have sufticient 
work to keep them steadily employed. 
The cutters who are out of work 
deny that there is no trouble at the yard. The 
men belong to the Granite Cutters’ National 
Union, headquarters at Barre, Vt., and say 
that the National Union in 1890 declared for 
nine hours as a day’s work, which was acceded 
toeverywhere except in Augusta,and give this 
as the main cause of the so-called trouble. 

The cutters have declared Markwalter’s an 
“opposition yard,” and the granite cutters 
therein oppositionists. The men say brother 
unionists in the other cities demanded that 
they use the union scale, as working for more 
hours and less pay in Mr. Markwalter’s yard 
yave him an opportunity to underbid the ém- 
ployers of the union men, who gave union pay 
and worked union hours elsewhere. Mark- 
walter does not seem disturbed in the least by 
the cutters’ complaint, and says there is no 
cause for the talk of a strike, when cutters 
were discharged, and he has no need of their 


services. 
A BIG SALE, 

Mr. Jules Rival bought Clark’s flour mill, corner 
McKennie and Fenwick street today for $8,000 
cash, at public outcry. The mill has been held by 
the National bank for several years, for debt, and 
it got tired of holding the property at a cost of 
over $100a month, and let it go at a sacrifice on 
the public market. It was a big bargain. The 
building has complete machinery for a flour mill, 
but has been closed for several years 
and is worth fully $35,000. Mr. tval 
bought it on speculation, and is 
not decided whether he will put the mill into op- 
eration again.

Narrow Escape from Death.

Covincron, Ga., February 3.—[Special.]— 
Sunday night Mr. Alfred Livingston and two 
of his grandchildren, Miss Leila Guffin and 
her little brother, Leonard Guffin, met with a 
serious and almost fatal accident under the

The little boy drifted 
into shallow water and managed to get 
ashore. 

Miss Guffin and Mr. Livingston each grasped 
trees, against which they had been borne by 
the water, and began to cry out for assistance. 
Their cries were heard by Mr. William Biack 
and he at once went to their relief, and soon 
managed to rescue Miss Guffin from her peril- 
ous position. 

THE OLD MAN’S PERIL. 

As Mr. Livingston was far out into the 
stream where the water was both deep and 
swift, it was some time before he could 
be rescued.

Commissioner Brotherton Explains. 

ATLANTA, Ga., February 3, 1891.—To the Editor 
of The Constitution: “Regulation applies to the 
framt door only. The dealers sell after hours, and 
even desecrate the Sabbath by selling on it.”— 
Constitution, February 2d. 

“Men could get whisky on Sunday and after 10 
o*clock at night through the back doors of most 
of the saloons of the city.”"—Journal, February 2d. 

The above are extracts from reports of Dr. 
Hawthorne’s sermon on temperance Sunday 
night. Tur CoNnsTITUTION of today, reporting a 
meeting of the police commission in which the 
doctor's sermon was discussed, reports me as say - 
ing of violations of the law: 

“If there is, it is very slight. My opinion is 
that if there is any liquor sold on Sunday 1t comes 
from the drug stores. The saloons are about as 
well regulated as they can be.”’ 

In explanation fof my position in this matter, 
and as | yg it at the meeting Monday 
night, lsaidthat Dr. Hawthorne was certainly 
mistaken when he charged that men could get 
whisky at most of the saloons of the city, through 
the back doors, after 10 o’clock at night and on 
Sundays. I further said, in all probability there 
were some violations of this kind, but 
I regarded them as ver slight, and 
that, if there was any liquor sold on Sundays or 
atter hours—and I believed there was, from the 
fact that I could see many drunken people on the 
on Sundays—l was of the opinion 
that most of the liquor was obtained from places 
other than saloons, such as blind tigers, eating 
houses that are kept open on Sunday, clubrooms, 
and possibly some of the drug stores.

_ Our police force is vigilant, earnest and honest 
in the performance of their duties, and no city 
can boast of a finer force or one more active in 
eoppeuming violations of the laws of the state or 
city.

General Robert J. Henderson breathed his 
last at his residence in this city yesterday at 
11 o'clock in the morning. 

He has been ill for several days, and since 
Sunday last, it has been apparent to those who 
watched by his side, that life was ebbing fast 
away. 

But even when his feet had reached the 
confines of the shadowy valley, his brave 
heart bore up, fearless and undaunted as in 
the midst of the fiercest combat when the 
pomp and splendor of glorious war bore up his 
valiant spitit. 

His was the courage of a Christian, that 
kuows no fear, and he went forth to meet his 
Maker with that sublime courage that is only 
illustrated in those whose lives have been 
“sans peur et sans reproche.”’ 

Up to the last hour of his death he was con- 
scious and talked freely of the approaching 
crisis, and expressed his perfect readiness to 
meet it. 

Although nearly seventy years of age, the 
years set lightly on his martial frame, as well 
as upon his lofty spirit, and he died in full 
possession of all those faculties that make 
men good and great. 

The funeral will occur at Covington, the re- 
mains leaving here at 8 o’clock Thursday 
morning on the Georgia railroad. 

Among the friends who knew him so long 
and well, and whose esteem and admiration 
he enjoyed so much, his death was the source 
of many expressions of regret. 

Many incidents of his career were recalled 
among his old friends and comrades who were 
eye witnesses to his many gallant deeds during 
the war, and many a tear glistened in eyes 
unused to weeping at the news of the death of 
the old commander.

‘No} Lawyers Wanted, Particularly in the 


Widows’ Applications—A Petition for 
Pardon—Under One Head. 


The clerical force of the executive depart- 
ment was busy mailing pension blanks yester- 
day, and the attention necessary to be given 
in the examination and payment of these 


claims will take up nearly the whole time of 


the secretary for several weeks now. 

There are three classes of pensions: 

1. Those of old soldiers who are already on 
the pension list. 

2. Thoso of old soldiers who have never be- 
fore applied for a pension. 

3. The widows of confederate soldiers. 

The claims of the first named class are to 
be considered first ; and the blanks mailed yes- 
terday were for veterans whose claims have 
already been examined and approved, and 
those names are now on the list. 

In about two weeks the blanks for the sec- 
ond class of pensioners will be sent out 

The blanks for widows’ pensions will be 
sent outin time for the payments to begin 
during the first week in April. 

NO LAWYERS WANTED. 

“It might be well to state,” remarked Cap- 
tain Tip Harrison yesterday, “that in these 
applications for pensions no lawyers are 
needed. 

‘Today a widow, whose claims to a pension 
are perfectly good, came in here, and in the 
course of a conversation she stated that a 
lawyer had offered to get her pension through 
all right for half of the first year’s pen- 
sion—$5"). 

“That is robbery. Of course women are 
most apt to believe they need a lawyer in 
things of that sort, but itshould be understood 
that these cases will be better off without a 
lawyer. A poor woman, entitled to a pension, 
can secure it without paying a cent for it. 

“When an application comes up here with a 
lawyer it’s goingto be pigeon-holed until all 
the other applications are considered ; and the 
preference given to the applications made 
direct, without a lawyer. 

‘The blanks can be had by application to the 
ordinary, with full instructions, and so plain 
and simple that a child can understand them.” 

Application for Pardon.
